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HUES ENTERS NOT GUILTY PLEA

Shaun Hiles won’t be getting out of jail any time soon. 

Circuit Judge Stephen Bates denied a motion which would have 
allowed Hiles, who is accused of killing his wife and a Dry Ridge man, 
to be released from jail until his case goes to trial. 

Hiles, 35, of Dry Ridge, entered a not guilty plea to two counts of 
murder on Sept. 10 in Grant County Circuit Court. 

He is accused of fatally shooting his wife, Nicole Hiles, 33, and Larry 
Whiteker, 32, on July 28 on Vallandingham Road in Dry Ridge. Police 
say he waited for them to drive by and then he rammed the tmck the two 
were in before shooting them and then shooting himself in his mid-chest 
and stomach area. 

Tensions were high inside the court house as family members of all 
three sat inside the courtroom with only 
an aisle separating them. 

Hiles, who is in a wheelchair, was 
scheduled to be in court at 8:30 a.m., but 
didn’t arrive until an hour later when he 
was transported to Grant County from 
LaGrange, where he is currently being 
incarcerated. 

His appearance before Bates was short 
as his attorney Darrell Cox, asked the 

judge to allow Hiles to be released on home incarceration so he could 
heal from his injuries. Cox also asked for the $1 million 
bond to be reduced. 

Commonwealth Attorney Jim Crawford opposed 
both motions. 

“I believe the bond is appropriate,” Bates said. 
“Motion denied.” 

Seeing Shaun Hiles for the first time since the shoot¬ 
ing, Whiteker’s family cried and hugged each other. 

Whiteker was driving Nicole Hiles to a friend’s 
home where she was staying when the shooting 
occurred. 

As Shaun Hiles’ family and Whiteker’s family left 
the courtroom, sheriff’s deputies quickly diffused an 
altercation between the two families. 

Hiles’ mother burst through the doors of the court¬ 
room yelling for Cox. 

“Where is Darrell Cox?” she hollered, as deputies 
escorted her out of the courthouse. 

Whiteker’s family, each wearing a red, black and 
purple ribbon pinned to their shirts, gathered outside the 
courtroom until Shaun Hiles’ family left the courthouse 
parking lot. 

Nicole was a Grant County school bus driver. 
Family members said Larry enjoyed helping others.

A 54-year-old Dry Ridge 
man is still missing a month 
after he was last seen by neigh¬ 
bors. 

Kentucky State Police 
Trooper Joshua Giles responded 
to a missing person call on 
Randall Russ on Aug. 30 after 
he has not been seen or heard 
from in more than two weeks. 

Russ, who was a part-time 
computer science professor at 
the University of Cincinnati, 
was last seen by neighbors on 


Aug. 17 at his residence on 
Lemon-Northcutt Road in Grant 
County. 

Russ, who lives alone, was 
supposed to pick up his best 
friend for a doctor’s appoint¬ 
ment on Aug. 25, but again he 
did not show up. 

When his daughter, Kate 
Russ, arrived at her father’s 
house, his back door was 
unlocked. 

Laundry was still in the 
washer, waiting to be switched 
to the dryer. 

Russ had a massive heart 
attack last year that led to three

stints being put inside him. 

However, his necessary 
medications were still at home. 
Russ’ wallet, cellphone and 


car were all not at his house. 

He owns a 2006 green Ford 
Focus with Kentucky Veterans 
license plate number 7338DD. 

Trooper David Jones, public 
information officer for 
Kentucky State Police Post 6 in 
Dry Ridge, said that Russ’ vehi¬ 
cle had not been located as of 
Sept. 15. 

Jones said police were con¬ 
tinuing to investigate the case 
as a missing person’s case. 

“It is still too early to say if 
foul play was involved,” Jones 
said.

Kate Russ said police are not giving 
out any new information because they do 
not want to jeopardize the case. 

She turned 23 years old on Sept. 11, 
and for the first time, Kate did not talk to 
her dad on her birthday. 

“He has never missed a birthday,” she 
said. “He is always one of the first people 
to call and wish me happy birthday. It was 
devastating not hearing from him. I 
looked at my phone all day long hoping I 


would see a call from him or an unknown 
number but I did not hear anything. 
Luckily, my friends and family have been 
very supportive.” 

Russ is described as a white male with 
brown hair, 5 foot 10 inches tall and 
weighing approximately 250 pounds. 

Anyone with information on his 
whereabouts is asked to contact the 
Kentucky State Police at 859-428-1212 
or a local police department. 

The case remains under investigation 
by Trooper Joshua Giles.

Our hope is that by shortening 
the event, more people will want 
to stay and the closing ceremony 
will be as packed as the opening 
ceremony. 

The 2014 relay had 30 teams 
and the committee would like to 
see that number go even higher 
for 2015. 

The relay committee is com¬ 
posed of volunteers from all dif¬ 
ferent types of business, industry, 
community, church and school 
groups that come together with 
one goal - to raise money to 
someday beat cancer. 

I do not know if science will 
ever find a cure for cancer, but I 
believe that it will be possible that 
someday everyone can be a cancer 
survivor. 

I’ve personally lost too many 
family members to this awful 
disease and have several who are 
battling it as I write this column. 

It is safe to say that I hate can¬ 
cer with a passion. 

I’ve been asked before why I 
am a volunteer with the relay and 
why do I spend time working to 
organize the event. That answer is 
easy to answer. 

I relay to make a difference. I 
relay in memory of my dad, my 
brother, my cousins and uncles. 
I relay in honor of my niece, my 
cousins and many, many friends 
who battle cancer. 

As my dad lay dying, he looked 
at me with tears in his eyes and 
said that he wouldn’t get to be at 
the relay that year and he wouldn’t 
get his survivor medal. I made a 
promise to him that I’d relay and 
keep up the fight. I’m hoping that 
more people will join me. 

You never know when it might 
be the next $ 1 or next quarter that 
will make the difference.

During the daytime, 
pages one through four of 
the document were dis¬ 
played in a bullet-proof 
case. The case contains 


helium and water vapor 
to preserve the papers 
quality. 

At night, the pages are 
lowered into a vault, be¬ 
hind five-ton doors that 
are designed to withstand 
a nuclear explosion. 

The Constitution is 
displayed only one day 
a year, Sept. 17 (Consti¬ 
tution Day) This year is 
the 227 th anniversary of 
the signing of this great 


document.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Preening the garden 

A ll in all we have had a decent summer 
with reasonable temperatures and ad¬ 
equate rainfall. I think the marker for the 
summer of 2014 can go to the weeds! So as you 
address some fall weeding chores you may also 
want to do a little preening to give some of your 
annuals and perennials a facelift for fall. 

As we descend into fall annuals and perenni¬ 
als will rebound but first we need to get rid of the 
old, ragged growth. Several gardeners have told 
me they have given up on the season and thrown 
out their annual containers. I understand the 
urge but if you deadhead spent blooms and cut 
back annuals they will put on new, lush growth. 
A dose of water-soluble fertilizer will help with 
growth, color and additional bloom set. In a mat¬ 
ter of a couple of weeks it will look like you have 
a whole new set of containers to enjoy. 

Herbaceous perennials will also respond to 
some late summer pruning. Leave those com¬ 
ing into bloom, like golden rods, aster, mums 
and helianthus; but go ahead and clean up the 
perennials that have finished blooming or those 
inclined to repeat bloom throughout the season. 
I regularly clean up perennial geraniums, salvias, 
eryngiums, gaillardia, knautia and others so they 
continue to bloom all summer. Others simply 
benefit from having diseased or damaged foliage 
removed for aesthetics in the garden. 

Take note that I am referring to annuals and 
perennials in the garden and not woody shrubs 
and trees. I do not rec¬ 
ommend any clean-up of 
woodies (unless the wood is 
dead) at this point, it is too 
late in the summer season 
to attend to these matters. 
Instead we should wait to 
do any of these chores un¬ 
til after several hard frosts 
and dormancy has occurred. 
Pruning woodies too early 
in the fall may result in new 
growth that will be killed 
by frost; plus, this year 
plants are under stress due 
to drought conditions so en¬ 
couraging new growth will 
only add to already stressful 

The traditional hedging shrubs like taxus, 
boxwood and hollies should be left alone for 
now, as well. Wait until several hard frosts occur 
then you can shape them up for winter. 

Consider mulching in the fall 

The rush to mulch is usually something we 
think about in the spring of the year but consider 
tackling this chore now. A 2-inch layer of mulch, 
if it is not already there, will help cut down on 
weeds and moderate soil moisture. Be sure not 
to pile mulch too high or around the base of the 
plant’s stem or trunk. We don’t want to rot a root 
crown or in the case of woody plants or trees we 
always want to see the natural flare of the trunk. 
We do not want to see what looks like a tele¬ 
phone pole sticking out of the ground. 

Remove the suckers from the base and branch¬ 
es of sucker prone trees. Suckers will compete 
for resources from the parent tree and if these 
trees are under stress we certainly don’t want to 
add insult to injury. Suckers are unsightly but 
they are also competition. Crabapples are most 
notable in this regard. 

And, finally, get those summer weeds under 
control. Controlling weeds now and prevent¬ 
ing flowering and seed production will go far in 
overall weed management. Prevent late summer 
seeding and you prevent next year’s annual weed 
crop. If nothing else, dead-head anything about 
to set seed; pull the easy stuff after a rain; and 
use spot treatments of a total kill herbicide to kill 
your hard to control perennial weeds like poke 
and dandelion if you must. Many late summer 
perennial weeds are most effectively controlled 
during their fall growth cycle because they are 
trying to store energy before winter. This means 
they will take in the herbicide more efficiently. 

For continued control you can use corn glu¬ 
ten pre-emergent products to safely prevent weed 
seed from germinating. The corn gluten products 
also provide small amounts of nitrogen, which 
will benefit the desirable plants in the garden.

Think before you 
begin to master 

A uthor Marianne Williamson said “you must 
learn a new way to think before you can mas¬ 
ter a new way to be.”

Seek true change in your life. God has great purpos¬ 
es for our lives and wants to help us grow as a person. 
Allow God to lead you toward the life and person He 
wants you to become according to His standards and 
design. Real change comes only by changing the way 
we think, since our thoughts lead to our actions. 

Replace wrong thoughts about God with thoughts 
that line up with biblical truth. Thinking about God 
correctly and clearly, you’ll gain the confidence you 
need to trust Him more as He transforms you. Concen¬ 
trate on prayer and reading the Bible pursuing a closer 
relationship with God. 

God is good. Even though we live in a fallen world 
and will experience suffering as a result, God sent Je¬ 
sus to overcome the sin that causes suffering, offering 
us real hope even in the midst of the worst situations. 
When you invite Jesus to live in and through you, He 
will give you the faith you need to go on even when 
you’re suffering.

God’s love for us does not depend on 
our behavior. We cannot earn His favor or avoid His 
wrath through pious activities.

Jesus reveals God loves us de¬ 
spite our brokenness and sins, willing to meet us wher¬ 
ever we are helping us heal and grow. Read the Bible 
listening with your heart, reflecting on each word and 
phrase while paying attention to the impact the pas¬ 
sage has on your heart. 

God is holy. God isn’t like a soft and comforting 
teddy bear that doesn’t care about right and wrong. 
His love compels Him to stand strongly against sin, 
because sin destroys the people He loves. God is holy 
- pure in His essence - and He loves us so much that He 
works tirelessly to purify our life from sin that hurts us. 
God doesn’t use fear, guilt, or shame to try to get us to 
become more holy. Instead, God inspires us to grow in 
holiness through the power of His love at work in our 
life to burn away sin. Devote yourself more to building 
a closer relationship with God. 

God is self-sacrificing. We cannot work our way 
to God. God has worked His way to us through Je¬ 
sus death on the cross, sacrificing Himself to pay for 
our sins. Jesus - God incarnate - has already done for 
us what we can never do for ourselves. Read the en¬ 
tire Gospel of John and let it speak to you powerfully 
about the sacrifice God has made for everyone. 

God transforms. No matter how deeply you’re im¬ 
mersed in sin, you never have to be stuck there, be¬ 
cause God has broken sin’s power and He longs to free 
us from it and transform our life for the better. Don’t 
let sin define you. Claim your identity as someone who 
has been reconciled to God through Christ, and base 
your decisions in light of that powerful reality. 

Abide in Jesus; rely on His strength to help you in 
every situation. Trust Jesus to empower you to over¬ 
come sin, grow, and enjoy a better life than you had in 
the past. Let what God tells you about yourself shape 
your identity. 

Give it time. Recognize deep changes God wants 
to make in you will come about through a gradual 
process. Ask God to help you be patient as He renews 
your mind and transforms your life. Spiritual growth 
is a crock-pot process, slow and evenly changing you 
into something wonderful that God desires you to be.

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GCHS soccer teams to host DR Toyota Cup

The Grant County High 
School soccer program will 
try to protect their home turf 
Sept. 20 as the teams com¬ 
pete in the annual Diy Ridge 
Toyota Invitational Cup. 

The tournament will fea¬ 
ture GCHS boys and girls 
teams playing in two games 
each at Grant County Mid¬ 
dle School in a quest to take 
home the title.

If the GCHS girls win the 
opening game, the team will 
play in the championship at 
6:30 p.m. against the winner 
of the second game. 

If the team loses, they will 
play in the consolation match 
at 3 p.m. against the losing 
opponent of the second game. 

“Our three opponents, 
Lincoln County, Spencer 
County and Boone County 


are all high quality sides,” 
Schmitt said. “We are cer¬ 
tainly capable of competing 
with all of these teams, but 
we will have to bring our 4 A’ 
game for a solid 80 minutes 
if we want to be posing with 
the trophy at the end of the 
night.” 

On the boys’ side, GCHS 
will face Gallatin County 
at 11:30 a.m. in its opening 
match, followed at 1:15 p.m. 
by Powell County against 
Conner. 

The winners of the two 
opening boys’ matches will 
play at 8:15 p.m. for the 
championship. 

The two losing teams will 
play at 4:45 p.m. in the con¬ 
solation game. 

“I feel that we put together 
a good group for the tourna¬ 
ment and feel we have a good 
change to repeat as tourna¬ 
ment champions,” Griffith 
said. “But, we need to con¬ 
tinue to improve and work 
to get better to be sure that 
happens.”

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF DRY RIDGE, 
KENTUCKY, ADOPTING THE VALUATION AND 
ASSESSMENT MADE BY THE KENTUCKY 
REVENUE CABINET FOR THE CALENDAR-YEAR 
OF 2015 FOR ALL MOTOR VEHICLES AND 
WATERCRAFT SUBJECT TO THE CITY’S TAXING 
AUTHORITY AND HEREBY FIXING, 
ESTABLISHING AND LEVYING A TAX RATE UPON 
ALL SUCH MOTOR VEHICLES AND WATERCRAFT 
FOR THE CALENDAR-YEAR OF 2015. 

WHEREAS, the City of Dry Ridge must acquire and 
have sufficient monies and revenues to adequately 
maintain and operate the city; and 

WHEREAS, a method of generating such monies and 
revenues, allowed by statute, is by levy of a property tax 
upon the value of motor vehicles and watercraft within the 
limits of the city for each calendar-year beginning on the 
1st day of January of such calendar-year. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY OF DRY RIDGE, KENTUCKY, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section One 

That pursuant to law and for the purposes of the 
hereinafter property tax rate established, fixed and levied 
upon the valuation of motor vehicles and watercraft so 
located within and under the taxing authority of the City 
of Dry Ridge, Kentucky, the said City Council of the City 
of Dry Ridge, Kentucky, does for and on behalf of the 
City of Dry Ridge, Kentucky, so hereby adopt the 
valuation and assessment made by the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, Revenue Cabinet, or the Grant County Property 
Valuation Administrator, as the case may be, for the 
calendar-year of 2015 for all motor vehicles and 
watercraft covered by this taxing ordinance, and with such 
valuation and assessment so fixed and established as of 
the 1st day of January, 2015. 

Section Two 

That a property tax at the rate and amount of 
TWENTY-NINE CENTS (290/$O.29O) per each One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00), or fractional part thereof, of 
the said valuation/assessment made, is so hereby set, 
established, fixed and levied for the calendar-year of 2015 
upon the valuation/assessment of each and every motor 
vehicle and watercraft within the incorporated limits of the 
City of Dry Ridge, Kentucky, as of January 1, 2015, the 
date upon which the herein property tax and the rate 
thereof is so hereby fixed and levied on and upon all 
covered motor vehicles and watercraft. 

Section Three 

The property tax at the rate herein above fixed and 
levied upon all covered motor vehicles and watercraft as 
of January 1, 2015, is to be collected, and, thereafter 
remitted to the City of Dry Ridge, Kentucky, by the 
sheriff, county court clerk, or other offices or entities to 
whom such tax is paid, or collected from, or remitted by 
the taxpayer or taxpayer’s agent.

Since taking over the office of the Grant County Jailer in January 20111 
have increased the security of the facility increasing the safety for the 
citizens of Grant County. In the last 4 years I have accomplished the 
following: 

★We have not had any in custody deaths. 

★We have not had any escapes. 

★We have not had any fires. 

★We have not had any major inmate incidents. 

★We have not had any major staff injuries. 

★We have only had 3 class D walk offs which is the second lowest in the 
state of Kentucky. We are taking this a step farther by installing alarms on 
all Class D doors. 

, ★We added razor wire to the fences and exterior of the building. 

WWe added extra security cameras. 

★We have made major improvements in safety and security over the last 4 
years and continue to make safety and security a top priority for the 
citizens of Grant County. 


Training 


CELEBRATING 50 YEARS IN BUSINESS 1964-2014 


Training is a high priority at the Grant County Detention Center 
and it will continue to be as long as I am the Grant County Jailer. 

The Kentucky Department of Corrections requires each deputy 
jailer receive 16 hours of continuing education per year. I did not 
feel that 16 hours of training was sufficient. I increased the training 
hours to 100 hours per year for each deputy. They receive 40 hours 
of core training and the remaining 60 hours consists of policy and 
procedure and the deputy handbook. I also established a 4 week new i 
hire academy. Each new hire receives 53 hours of 
classroom training along with 3 weeks of on the job training 
while under the constant supervision of the Field Training 
Officer. I was not happy with the hiring process of the 
Grant County Detention Center so I changed the process. 

We now use the same process as the Grant County 
Sheriff’s Department with one exception we do not 
polygraph our new hires.
